stjualid, dejected, and sickly looks to be consideied as the usual coi<se<|0€nces of 
moderate labour in the open air or in a well ventilated apartment } No j they are 
the niieniuc; iiidicc's of overstrained industry iu an unwholesome and confined at- 
mosphere. Mankind has been justly divided into the sellis-h and social, or into those 
whose pleasures principally arise from the jfratilication of their appetites, and 
tliose whose most ajreeable sensations originat& fro* their sympathizing witK 
the fccUn<;,s of others; and men iu general are esteemed by their acquaintances 
iu proportio;i as tliey may he referred to the latter class \ tbeietore how much more 
praiseworthy would it be, were the cultivation of the minds as well as the pre- 
servation of the health of the working classes an object equally interesting to 
(h«ir employers with the accumulation of wealth. Sure I am that one time or 
other, perhaps, on the bed of sickness, or at the hour of death. Truth and hoary 
Time, that trier of all things, would impress on Our minds the ^reate.st solace un- 
der alllicliun, vi^. the seal of self approbation.

30. This bein? a mild calm evening, the common Bat (Vespertilio murinus) 
was seen flyinjr. 

Wagtails (Motaeilla alba) which for some time appeared in unusual numbers, have 
almost all taken their departure. 

'2. November. The Rwlwing (Turdos Ilia.-^us) appeared. 

3. The Oor, or that insect vulgarly ealled the tiomb Clock (Scarabsns Sterco- 
rarius) flying about this evening. 

5. Tlie J'ield fare ( Turdus pilaris) appearing with the Redwing, in much greater 
quantities than usual at this season.
